Mr. Rick ert rev iewed the out­ 
standing things that Benjamin 
Frank lin was attributed with as 
im p ortant in giv ing him a p lace 
high among the p rominents of 
this country. 
In addition to his discov ery of 
electricity by means of lighting, 
he also was the inv entor of the 
first bi-focal glasses. 
He built 
the first chimney that serv ed to 
become the means 
of modern 
day efficiency in heating 
and 
sav ing fuel. 
He ap p lied air-tight comp art­ 
ments in ship building which is 
followed today in this country. 
He made the first charter of the 
gulf stream, and told why cur­ 
rents differ at times. He 
also 
discov ered that oil 
on water 
would hav e a tendency to calm 
the waters. He was a student of 
the weather and many of his 
discov eries are in use today. 
The sp eak er also 
declared 
that Mr. Frank lin was the fa­ 
ther of the p ostal system in the 
United States. He was a musi­ 
cian and p layed sev eral instru­ 
ments and was the first writer 
in America of p op ular music. He 
sup erv ised the first street p av ­ 
ing in the United States, and 
organized the first fire 
engine 
comp any, and headed the first 
p olice dep artment, with all of 
these y civ ic 
enterp rises being 
confined to his home 
city of 
Philadelp hia. 
Mr. Rick ert also p ointed out 
that he was the first to bring 
about, free education, 
and es­ 
tablished an academy of learn­ 
ing.

Revelation of the plot came 


late yesterday with the filing of 
charges against ten prominent 
Cubans charging a plot to as- 
sassinate President 
Machado 


and create such a chaotic con- 
dition in Cuba that the United 
States would be forced to inter- 
vene. 
The ten men were lodged in 


the principal fortress. Eight of 
them were arrested in a raid 011 
the headquarters of the Nacioii- 
alista, or Nationalist 
polictial 


party.

warrants issued, today wereJRa- 
fael Iturralde; former minister 
of war in the Machado cabinet 
and believed now to be in exile 
in New York, and Octavio Seigle, 
founder of the Nationalist party, 
accused of fathering the revolt.

•pact among the plotters that we 
were told the president would 
not be able to be re-inaugurat- 
ed May 20," Colonel Fors said.

ago, the people called Benjamin 
Franklin by that name. "What 
One Man Can Do", was the 
subject for his address. 


Mr. Rickert reviewed the out- 


standing things that Benjamin 
Franklin was attributed with as 
important in giving him a place 
high among the prominents of 
this country. 


In addition to his discovery of 


electricity by means of lighting, 
he also was the inventor of the 
first bi-focal glasses. He built 
the first chimney that ssrved to 
become the means of modern 
day efficiency in heating 
and 


saving fuel. 
He applied air-tight compart- 


ments in ship building which is 
followed today in this country. 
He made the first charter of the 
gulf stream, and told why cur- 
rents differ at times. He also 
discovered that oil on water 
would have a tendency to calm 
the waters. He was a student of 
the weather and many of his 
discoveries are in use today. 


The speaker also 
declared 


that Mr. Franklin was the fa- 
ther of the postal system in the 
United States. He was a musi- 
cian and played S3veral instru- 
ments and was the first writer 
in America of popular music. He 
supervised the first street pav- 
ing in the United States, and 
organized the first fire engine 
company, and headed the first 
police department, with all of 
these \ civic enterprises being 
confined to his home city of 
Philadelphia. 


Mr. Rickert also pointed out 


that he was the first to bring 
about, free education, and es- 
tablished an academy of learn- 
ing. He was instrumental in or- 
ganizing 
the first insurance 


company, and established 
the 


first saving's bank in. America. 
He also assisted in organizing 18 
paper mills in Pennsylvania. - 


Another achievement of Mr. 


Franklin was his printing abil- 
ity, as he founded the first 
newspaper and published 
the 


first novel. He also was the only 
person living who signed the 
four most important documents 
in history, that of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, the treaty 
of Alliance with France, 
the 


treaty with England that ended 
the war, and the constitution of 
the United Staes.

THE "POWER TRUSTS" POWER 


Thomas A. Edison remarked not long ago 


that the electrical development of America has 
hardly begun. 


"So long as there remains a single task to be 


done by men and women that electricity could 
do as well, so long will that development be in- 
complete," he said. 


It is for that reason — the tremendous im- 


portance of electricity in the daily life of the 
average man, and the ever-growing power which 
those who furnish electricity have over the com- 
munities they serve — that recent disclosures 
about propaganda by the so-called "power 
trust" have been so interesting. 
Although the 


average American is not now as suspicious of 
large-scale industry as he used to be, there is 
still a prevalent 
feeling that the 
electricity 


barons may, possibly, hold just a trifle more in- 
fluence than is good for us. 
• 


In the old days it was impossible for any 


one industry to wield so much power, for the 
simple reason that most American families could 
be, in a pinch, pretty self-sufficient. 
Food was 


grown at home, clothing was at It-ast partly 
home-made, light was furnished, like as not, 
fairly well by itself. 


Now, however, such a home is the rare ex- 


ception. Each year we do less and less for cur- 
selves and have more and more things done for 
us. 


The result, of course, is that tremendous cor- 


porations have sprung up to serve us. They take 
our dollars and, in exchange, perform for us 
those services that our ancestors had to perform 
for themselves. It is only fair to add, too, that 
they usually perform them far better than was 
the case when individuals performed them for 
themselves. 


But they have power over us, just the same. 


Nowhere is this more true than in the case of the 
electrical industry. It is for that reason that the 
average American gets worried when he is told 
that the "power trust," swollen with profits, is 
carrying on a high-presure propaganda cam- 
paign.
